REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims 29, 31 , 32, and 34 were previously rejected as being obvious over Murakata 
et al. in view of Silverman. Applicant presented persuasive arguments against the 
obviousness of the claims based on (1) that one of ordinary skill in the art would not 
have a reason to select the particular compound # 177 (example 167) from the more 
than one hundred species disclosed and (2) the prior art did not specifically teach a 
ethylene to propylene modification in this context. The argument was further supported 
by citation to the CAFC case Takeda v. Alphapharm. This same argument was also 
persuasive with respect to the double patenting rejection of the claims. Therefore, all 
remaining grounds of rejection are hereby withdrawn, the withdrawn claims are rejoined 
and the claims are allowed.
